This document relates to a process for making sorbets which involves soaking 
chopped fruit in a hquid such as alcohol, incorporating the fruit into cream, and 
moulding the mixture. This process differs from the present invention in that 
there is no step of soaking chopped fruit in alcohol and incorporating the fnxit into 
cream. 



DE 3043648 

This document relates to an egg liqueur product containing wine, eggs, sugar, 
alcohol and natural flavourings. The purpose of the product is as a semi- 
manufactured product for ice-cream parlours, sugar confectioners and pastry 
bakeries. This product differs from the present invention in that the product is not 
a finished product as is the case in the present invention. The egg liqueur is added 
to other ingredients to make a finished product. Further, the egg liqueur product 
is not frozen. 



OE 2823320 

This document relates to a food product including a body of frozen foodstuff and 
having a stick partly embedded in the body. It is described as depending upon 
carbon dioxide for its fonnation which is contained in "inclusions" to form the 
product. It does not have, in contrast to the subject application, a stabiliser. 
Moreover, carbon dioxide is not a required component of the present invention.
